A Briliyb destroyer, British freigh-

The destroyer,

One member of 
the crew was killed and six are mis- 
sing. 


The trawler Crcsswoll, was sunk by 


The 8,003-ton 
freighter Matra went down after an 
explosion in the North sea. 


It was believed she hit a mine.

German Ships Sunk 


LONDON, Eng. -(/!';- The Admiral- 


ty announced Monday that British 
warships had sunk two German steam- 
ers after their crews had been picked 
up. 


"The German steamers Mecklenburg 


8,000 tons, and Parana, 6,000 tons, have 
been intercepted by British warships 
the statement said.

Controversy Arises 


WASHINGTON—W)—Paul V. Mc- 


Nutt, federal security administrator, 
cautioned state administrations of so- 
cial security programs Monday against 
political activity of said state agencies. 


He sent to state officials information 


on new minimum standards for person- 
nel merit systems adopted by the So- 
cial Security Board, and said "it is the 
responsibility 
of the state govern- 


ments to administer their unemploy- 
ment and welfare programs and it is 
the responsibility of the federal gov- 
ernment to hold the states merely to 
minimum standards set up by congress 
and the proper expenditure of federal 
funds." 


He emphasized that state merit sys- 


tem regulations "must bar employes 
from participating in political activ- 
ities except to express their views and 
cast their ballots as citizens. They 
also must prohibit disqualification of 
persons from taking examinations or 
holding office because of political or 
religious opinions." 


McNutt said the merit plan stand- 


ards issued to the states followed gen- 
erally the federal and state civil ser- 
vice system. 


"fn the absence of a state civil serv- 


ice system with substantially equival- 
ent standards," he said, "there must be 
established merit systems administer- 
ed by impartial bodies to be known as 
'merit system councils,' Council mem- 
bers arc to be appointed by the ad- 
ministrative agencies or by the gov- 
ernor or recommendation of the ad- 
ministrative agencies." 


State agencies will be required to 


establish and maintain classification 
and compensation plans for all posi- 
tions and examinations must be ad- 
ministered by a merit system super- 
visor on an open competitive basis, 
McNutt said. 


Present state merit systems will con- 


tinue in operation until superseded 
by new systems. The board asked each 
state agency to report by January 1 
on existing systems or submit details 
of action on new standards designed lo 
meet fotlcral requirements.

5750,000 goes to old age 
and blind, assistance and dependent 
children, $40,000 to child welfare and 
$75,000 to crippled children. The fed- 
eral government also contributes $60,- 
000 to administrative expense. 


The Unemployment 
Compensation 


and Employment Service offices al- 
ready maintain a merit system and 
would not be affected materially.
